Medallion Hunt Starts 
Monday For Cash, Prizes 


Twenty medallions worth more than $1,000 in cash or prizes are waiting for 
someone during the 8th annual Grayling Winter Festival Medallion Hunt. 

A large medallion worth $500 in cash is the big prize. Nineteen small me- 
dallions worth at least $30 each in prizes have also been added to the hunt, 
making it the biggest collection of prizes ever for the medallion hunt. 

The medallion hunt starts Monday, January 7, with two clues broadcasta day. 
The last two clues will be given out Wednesday, January 16, 

Grayling radio stations WQON and WGRY will broadcast the clues twice a 
day —- in the moming and afternoon. Check both stations for more details on 
the time of the broadcasts. 

Additionally, the Grayling Regional Chamber of Commence office will have 
a list of up-to-date clues available during their normal business hours Monday 
through Saturday. 

Anyone finding a small medallion can turn it in at the Chamber of Commerce 
during its regular hours to pick a gift certificate for prizes from local businesses. 
Anyone finding the big medallion should call Mike Shearer, 348-2083. The 
$500 prize will be awarded during the kick-off dinner Friday, Jan. 18, for the 
Grayling Winter Festival. 

The big medallion will have a number on its back. The small medallions will 
have a name of a business donating a prize to the hunt. Businesses donating a

The medallions are not buried beneath the 
ground. Sometimes a snowstorm during the hunt will cover up medallions, but 
that’s all the digging required. 

In the past, some of the small medallions have been found right away and 
some have taken a couple days to find after clues to their location are given out. 
Mike Shearer, one of the organizers for the hunt, says hunters for the big 
medallion will be challenged this year with a tough puzzle to solve. 

All of the medallions are hidden in Crawtord County. No dangerous stunts 
such as climbing towers, going underneath bridges, or diving in the river are 
needed to reach a medallion. The small medallions are a little bit larger than 
a half-dollar coin. The big medallion has about the same diameter as a 
racquetball,

The purpose of the test and evalu: 
ation process is to further develop 
sensors on airborne and ground 
mounted equipment. Captive flights 
will be used, of both fixed-wing and 
rotary-wing aircraft. Nothing will be 
dropped from the aircraft, nor are any 
munitions detonated in the test proc- 
ess. 


Because the flights and testing pro- 
cedures so closely match those used in 
the 1988 and 1990 versions of the 
project, a new environmental assess- 
ment was not required. Instead, a 
Record of Environmental Considera- 


tion will be filed with the appropriate 
agencies, 


The economic impact to Michigan 
and the Crawford County area is ex- 
pected to be similar to last year’s proj- 
ect, in which over a million dollars 
was spent, much of it locally. The 
staffs of defense contractors respon- 
sible for parts of the test will house 
their personnel in local motels, and 
workers will purchase their meals in 
local restaurants. All possible pur- 
chasing that can be done locally is 
required as a condition of conducting 
the test on Camp Grayling. 


The land areas used in the test will 


primarily be within the fenced enclo- 
sure of the Range 30 Complex, just 
north of North Down River road, For 
security purposes, as with any usage 
of the Range 30 Complex, the access 
roads into that range will be blocked 
when the test is in progress. All air- 
craft flights will remain over (raining 
land when possible and will remain 
well above established minimum lev- 
els when traveling to and from the test 
area.

The holiday season is over for 
another year, we can all go back to 
being our usual grumpy selves, But 
aren’t those few days when the 
holiday spirit prevails wonderful. 
Everyone is extra friendly and 
wishes for a Merry Christmas and a 
Happy New Year is on everyone's 
lips.

Tupper’s living standards they 
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moved one of the cabins up to his 
place. He unproved things in his 
own way, he moved the chickens 
into the cabin and stayed in the 
chicken coup. Mr. Tupper had an 
old horse and a rubber tired cart he 
had rigged up and one year he de- 
cided to go to Florida for the winter, 
so he started out with his horse and 
cart. He soon ran afoul with the law 
as he uraveled the highway. Upen 
his return, the good people of 
Frederic took up a collection and 
bought hima bus tckei to Florida. It 
must have been a one way ticket for 
he never returned. 

Leon Babbit was another one 
who did things in his own way. He 
lived down river and spent most of 
his time in the woods. I remember 
seeing him when he made his rare 
trips to town for supplies. He had a 
long beard and reminded me of Santa 
for he would sling a burlap bag full 
of supplies over his shoulder and 
hike out of town. Earl (Doc) 
Mathewson told of the times he 
would be guiding on the river and if 
there were young ladies in the boat 
he would tell them the tale of the 
wild men who still inhabited this 
area, When they reached the stretch 
of river Leon called home you could 
be sure Leon would peck through 
the brush and set the ladies to scream- 


ing. 
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THE QUESTION OF WHO'S in 
charge of sending the United States 
into war is on a Jot of official minds 
these days. 

In fact, a group of 54 House members 
of the federal House of Representa- 
uves, led by Rep. Ron Dellums of 
Califomiia, took the matier to court. 
The Dellums group contends that only 
Congress has the right to declare war, 
and thus President Bush and his mili- 
uury cronies hadn’t better set off a 
military powder keg in the Middle 
East all by themselves. 

Congress has to do that, the Dellums 
group contends. They took the matter 
into a federal district court, secking 
legal agreement. 

* ¥ * 

AT THE CORE of the Dellums suitis 
the United States Constitulion — 
specifically Article I, Section 8, which 
spell out the powers granted to Con- 
Qress. 

The Constitution says “The Congress 
shall have the power” to do a lot of 
things, such as “lay and collect taxes” 
and “pay the debts and provide for the 
common defense and gencral welfare 
of the United States.” 

The cited section goes on to list other 
thingsover which “Congress shall have 
the power,” and right there, among the 
powers to establish post offices and 
post roads, and to define and punish 
piracics and felonies, is the crucial 
phrase: “to declare war... .” 

That makes it seem cutand dried: The 
Congress shall have the power... to 


declare war....” 
* * * 
BUT THE SAME 


CONSTITUTION spells out powers 
of the President, too. The Bush ad- 
ministration contends that these pow- 
ers make it clear that the President is 
directed to conduct military activities, 
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Who’s running the show? 


such as warfare. 

Article 0, Section 2, says: “The Presi- 
dent shall be commander in chief of 
the Army and Navy of the United 
States...” 

Although not specifically assigned by 
ihe Constitution, ..e President also is 
entrusted with conducting the foreign 
affairs of the nation. War is often an 
instrument of foreign policy; in the 
present case involving Lraq, the threat 
of war certainly has been used as part 
of the nation’s strategy in conducting 
foreign affairs. 

To require the President to go before 
Congress for permission before utiliz- 
ing the military right now in place in 
the Middle East could hamper the 
nation’s international strategies. In 
the thrust and parry of gun barrel di- 
plomacy, il might not be practical. 
At Jeast, that’s the thrust of much of 
the anti-Congress and pro-President 
argument 

* * * 
WHERE LIES THE TRUTHS? Mr. 
Dellums and his group contend that 


from a practical standpoint, Mr. Bush * 


better get Congress behind his pro- 
gram before he goes into active war- 
fare, because that would indicate a 
united national effort. 

To go off on his own without prior 
congressional approval could lead to 
public dissension and lack of popular 
support for a national war effort. This 
argument may be right, too. 

Of course, the whole thing could be a 
moot question, and that could happen 
in one of two ways: 

—If a shooting war starts and Uniied 
States forces become engaged in ci- 
ther attack or defense before the court 
decides or the congress acts, .. . 
—Or if negotiations continue and 
peace lingers and a non-shooting set-

Uement is reached. 

The whole thing may be an cxercise in 
rhetoric anyway. In the real world, 
things happen. 

Anna Quindlen, a New York Times 
columnist, pointed out recenuy that 
ihe last time Congress declared war 
was for World War II. In fact, she 
wrote, the United States has used 
military oops in foreign lands 100 
times, but Congress has formally de- 
clared war only five umes. 

It could happen again that way.

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FOOTNOTE: Arcvicw of the United 
States Constituuon, incidentally, is 
thought-provoking in several ways, 
Twocharacteristics of the Consutution 
stand oul.

MARS SHINES 

Facing cast after dhe sun has gone down you can’t help 
but notice a very bright “star” half way up the sky. It is 
much brighter than anything else and you will also nouce 
that jt doesn tiwinkic like its neighbors. Instead it shines 
with a steady pale- yellow light. You are looking at the 
Red Planct — Mars. For the past couple months, if you 
had watched it week by weck you would have seen a 
definite change in its posiion compared to the stars 
around it. Now, for the month of January, it will seem to 
stay put. Through binoculars it will sul be no more than 
a bright point of light. But through a small “backyard” 
telescope it will appear as a uny ball. If you are patent 
enough and allow your eyes lo adjust to its light you may 
see dark blotches. With pracuce and a map of Mars you 
can actually figure out what part of the planet you are 
looking al. 


MONSTER VOLCANO 

Mars is the fourth planet out from the sun and is about 
48 million miles away from us nght now. That is nearly 
as close as it ever gets Lo us making it a particularly good 
time to take a book. Ii is about half the size of our Earth 
but nearly twice the size of the moon. Hf by some magic 
you could land on its surface as the Viking spacecraft did 
in 1975 you would find it very cold and totally barren. Its 
atmosphere is mainly carbon-dioxide so you better bring 
some air to breathe. Fierce dust storms with winds 
around 200 miles/hour rage across its surface sometimes 
engulfing nearly the whole planet. You would also find 
the largest volcano in our solar system — Olympus 
Mons. A monster over 300 miles in diameter! During the 
Martian winter frost covers its north and south pole 
making them shine a brilliant white through the tele- 
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scope. Mars has two potatoe shaped moons that are tiny 
compared to ours. They are called “Fear” and “Loath- 
ing.” Appropriate partocrs tor the God of War. It takes 
a very large iclescape to sce them, 

SEVEN SISTERS 

Just slightly above Mars you will notice a light lide 
group of stars, This is the “Picides” or Seven Sisters 
(Subaru -~ the Japanese cat Means Pleides in Japanese). 
Actually there are only six “sisters” visible, The seventh 
“sister” must have golien a job wm another constellation, 
Noone knows where she went. ‘This group of stars is best 
appreciated Uuough binoculars. A telescope won't let 
you see the whole group. And quite a group there is! See 
how many you can count 

The Pleides (pronounced: picce-ah-dees) are 410 light- 
years away. Astronomers don’t measure distance in 
miles or kilometers. The numbers would be too large and 
clumsy. lasiead, they use light-years. One light-year is 
the distance a particle of light (photon) wavels in a year: 
5,879,000,000,000 miles. Let's see —- that makes the 
Pleides about 24 ,104,000,000,000,000,000 miles away. 
Driving the 65 miles per hour speed Limit, it would take 
you over four billion years to get there. Don’t forget Lo 
send a post card! 

OPEN CLUSTERS 

Astronomers cau groups of stars like the Picides OPEN 
CLUSTERS. They are hot, young stars that only recenuy 
emerged from the cloud of gas and dust (nebula) that gave 
birth to them. Recently, of course, means just a few 
million years ago. These stars are gravilauionally pushing 
each other away so, ina few thousand years, they will be 
pretty spread out. The “Big Dipper” is another open 
cluster. Ina few millenia it will took more like the “Big 
Shovel.” 

Later in the night after Mars has journeyed further west 
in the sky another bright planet rises in the east — Jupiter. 
More about that next month. 

JANUARY SKY 

Things to look for in January: 

2nd (10 p.m.) Perihelion Day — believe it or nol, we 
are closer to the sun than at any other ume of the year 
(91,402,000 miles). So why is it so cold? 

4th (a.m.) Quadrantid Meteor Shower — if it wasn’t 
for a nearly full moon this would be a great show. 

7th (1:35 p.m.) Last Quarter Moon. 

11-13th (dawn) Mercury — there are only two umes 
each year that itcan be seen easily. This is one. Look SE. 

15th (6:50 p.m.) New Moon — Australia gets a partial 
solar eclipse. 

23rd (9:21 4.1m.) First Quarter Moon. 

30th (1:10 a.m.) Full Moon — Penumbral Lunar 
Eclipse. If you are up between 11 p.m. and 3 a.m. you will 
see the moon darken a bit but not disappear. 

Comet Levy, 1990c, will be visible late this month, It 
won't be spectacular but if you’ve never seen a comet 
before this is a good chance to.

Beside the roads end a open arcas 
the dried stcms of the Goldenrod are 
obvious, but even more obvious are 
the ball like swellings on the sicms. 
Those swellings are so specific to a 
particular member of Une Goldewod 
family that you may safely identify the 
plant as the Canada Goldenrod, even 
with snow covering the ground. The 
swelling is a gall caused by a feanale 
insect depositing her eggs on 2 tender 
growing part of the plant. The insect 
releases a socretion that causes the 
plant to grow abnormally which causes 
the swelling. This growWb frequently 
encloses the sowce of the initauon, in 
this case the egg, which upon hatch- 
ing, the larva is swrounded by a sup- 
ply of food. 

Goldenrod galls remainon the piant 
all winter and the larva someumes 
remains therein all winter too. Chicka- 
dees, woodpeckers, mice and even 
squurels may attack the gall for the 
larva. Some ice fisherman claim the 
larva from a Goldenrod gall makes 
excellent bait. If there is a uny hole 
visible in the gall the maker has made 
its exit, but the gall sull serves a pur- 
pose in nature. When spring comes, 
there is a tiny wasp which deposits her 
egg in the chamber, provisions it with 
food, and then seals the old exit hole 
with a little plug of med.
